The methods used by the Bureau 
of Meteorology to ' determine ' tho 
weather, and to record ;the\iompora- 
ture, pressure, -winds, etc., from day to 
day, formed ihe main' part of. a speech 
by'Dr.' 'A. S.- Eve, head of the Physics 
Department . at tho .Mechanics Insti- 
tute last night. > 

Dr. 'Eve showed how the . motcopo^ 
logical maps are ihade tib; and iio^ 
the forecast c^n be made Itvlth .a high 
degree of certainty. The . action of the 
winds and tho effect of high and low 
pressure areas were, explained" _ by 
means of slides. , 

- Inaanioua Instruments, 
Tho, lecturer showed how the 
various instruthents recoi-d tholr read- 
ings in ink. on cylinders which are 
slowly turned by clocks. Thus the 
temperature and pressure at; any time 
may be found.- Reports , are- sent to 
^Toronto from thejyaribus ' .stations, at 
cèrtain Intet^yals, and maps are' made 
from these reports with the isotfars 
and Isotherms drawn on them- 

The high and low spots : are 'showni 
and the direction of thé wind at all 
the various points' Is -shown. These 
maps u^e then given -to the forecast-^ 
era, wiio, ' by' eompa'rfng th^i with 
those of ; ^>revIou8 days, can teU quite 
accurately- what,.- Win -^ispper-ne^ti.
